Nevertheless, the Invitation 
extended to Tito by the 
official Cominform journal 
to “restore tha ancient 
bonds” between Yugoslavia 
and the Soviet bloc has been 
coldly received in Belgrade. 
It is sald there that Tito 
has made ft clear that he 
will not abandon his “pre- 
sent friends,” and there is 
particular annoyance over 
the = emphasis of “the 
Cominform publication on 
the assistanee — rendered 
Yuxoslavia by the Soviet 
Union during the war. 
Yuxoslavs are proud of 
their own resistance move- 
ment nnd aware that tho 
West cuntributed to it. 
They are unwilling tu con- 
sider their freedom ax the 
swift of the Red Army. 

F  othia annoyanee were 
merely the = product of 
Russian — tuctleasness, — it 
would be a slender basia for 
policy. But the Yuyoalava 
know from experience that 
the Russian claim rons 
deeper than Just chauvinism 
and national pride. It is one 
basis for the assumption by 
the Soviet Union of leader: 
ship over Enaatern Europe, 
and is advanced ay the 
purchase price pakd by 
Russia for its slave empire, 
It is hardly likely that Tito, 
having tasted independence 
and enjoyed the privilege of 
being courted by both power 
blocs, will lightly renounce 
the advantuyes of his 
position in favour of 
subservience to Moscow, It 
murt be borne in mind by 
the Wast, however, that Tito 
has never accepted full 
membership in the Western 
conlition and that ho may 
well play one side against 
the other for specific 
returns. The policy of the 
Malenkov government per- 
mits him to do ao, and there 
are few ideological reasons 
to prevent it.

Tire statements were seen by 
poibtical observera in Paris io- 
nighd to fndéeate thtit the Jesue 
of the European defence treaty 
was 6tli one of ihe major factors 
in Frinch politics ond that par- 
amend sill wemaiaed divided in 
its attitude. 

Only two parties have made 
their views known—the Christian 
Democrats, who are in favour, 
ond the Communists, who are in 
opposition, At the prescnt time,

Certain de Gaullists’ are 
known {fo oppose the treaty

Put the strongest arguments 
in favour of the pact are similar 
to those of former Premier 
Robert Schuman, who has told 
the National Assembly that the 
aim of EDC. Is to protect 
Europe against disequilibrium in 
the face of Soviet strength und 
to prevent q re-birth of German 
milltarism by keeping it under 
effective control. 

But although M. Bidault may 
give his support to the com- 
munity in Berlin, the issue is 
by no means decided in Paris.

hand back the business and 
premisca to him, 

lee had claimed that the 
money was given to him to store 
furnifure for Shun, and dealed 
that he had sold his business, 

Mr T. A, Shurlock (instructed 
by Mr F. H. Loseby) appeared 
for the appellant and Mr O, V. 
Cheung (instructed by Mr S. 
Ng Quinn) oppeared for the 
respondent, 

Mr Shurlock submitted that 
Mr Justice Scholes’ verbal judg- 
ment wus ambiguous, based on 
amblguous pleadings which 
were themselves based on 
ambiguous documents, the 
agreements of 1945, 

It was not clear in the judg- 
ment whether the respondent 
was entitled to the business as- 
sets ag they were in 1945 or 
the assets acquired at the pre- 
sent time after a course of 
eight years. From the evidence 
the only asset In 1945 was a 
sign-board and respondent could 
not be entitled to the present 
assets, submitted Mr Shurlock. 

He argued that the two agree- 
menta made in 1945 quite clear- 
ly referred only to ao transfer of 
business pri and did not 
include the residential cockloft. 


INADEQUATE DOCUMENTS 


Mr Shurlock sald that the 
documents also lacked = the 
necessary requisites which were 
part of an agreement for the 
disposition of property, in the 
present case, the tenancy. The 
two documents did not have 
any terms of tenancy, there 
was no mention of the rent 
payable, when it would be paid 
or to whont. By reason of 
these omissions the agreo- 
ments wre clearly vold. 
Further, the judgment as it 
stood, waz good against the 
landjady. But the respondent 
had nover scen the landlady in 
all the cight years and had made 
no attempt to estabNsh any re- 
Jationship between the landlady 
and himself, nor had he carried 
out any of the duties of a 
tenant. The’ rent had been 

aid continuously for 15 years 
by the appellant. 

Mr Cheung argued that the
